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I went too far in saying this, for there are one or two tips 
that might help a man who enters the competition for the first 


time. 


I have never entered myself, as I always have to lay the 
a course; but there is a good deal of similarity between laying 
. this and competing, and I always ride the line at least once 
-_ pefore selecting it: generally one in each direction. With me 
the time factor does not come in (except that I like to get in 
before it is too hot) and I have to investigate two or more 
alternative routes across each “obstacle”. Also I can get the 
accurate bearing of the finish from the start from a map. 
Otherwise I am very much in the position of a starter in the 
race, and it might help a beginner to know how I set about it. 


I first get the correct bearing of the finish with map and 
compass (you have to make a guess at this, of course), and 
note how it lies to the sun. After this I hardly ever look at 
either my map or compass again, except sometimes to relay 
my course once after the sun has got upa bit. Ido not usually 
carry a map at all. In the open I stick to this line pretty 
closely, though not too rigidly if I can get better going else- 
where. With plenty of (apparently) clear going in front of 
me I rather shy off roads and cart-liks, which may warp one 
off the course, but as soon as I suspect an “ obstacle ” ahead 
I begin to hug the best-worn track I can find in the hope that 
it will lead me through, making a mental note of the distance 
which I think it has set me off my line. ‘‘ Obstacles” here are 
almost invariably either fenced tea or belts of forest and you 
generally know roughly the position of the former and can 
See the latter nearly two miles off. Here, I suppose, an 
intelligent use of a map would help me, but somehow I have 
hever found it did, probably because, until the new maps came 
out about two years ago, I never had one that was of much use.

AMP is such a venerable institution that any suggestion 
C for a change in the existing programme seems almost 


an impertinence. 

However, braced by the thought that these are days of 
change and that, anyway, no one is the least likely to take any 
notice of our suggestion, we will risk it—over a nom-de-plume. 


We take it that the chief objects of Camp are, firstly, to 
get the Regiment together as a whole (or rather as two halves) 
and, secondly, to enable members of the Corps to complete 
their prescribed number of drills.
